Fires in Bedford County 1910 
The reoprt covering the spring and 


fall forest fire seasons of 1916, issued 
today by the Pennsylvania Depart- 
ment of Forestry, shows that while 
almost as many forest, fires burned 
in Pennsylvania in 1916 as in 1915 
the area burned over was less than 
half that of 1915, and the timber 
loss 
was only a trifle over one- 


fourth as large. In 1915, 1,101 for- 
est fires burned over 336,635 acres, 
with a resulting timber loss of $850,- 
700; 
in 1916, 1,013 fires burned 


154,752 acres, and the timber loss 
was only $236,200. Less than three 
per cent of the area in the State For- 
ests was burned over in 1916. 


The officers of the new Bureau of 


Forest Protection do not claim sole 
credit for this remarkable showing. 
They say that it was due to a com- 
bination of favorable weather condi- 
tions, better fire warden service, and 
awakening public sentiment against 
forest fires. The fact that almost 
the same number of fires as burned 
in 1915 covered "fifty per cent less 
forest land does show, however, that 
the reorganization of the fire warden 
system was the largest single factor 
in cutting down the loss. 


As usual, railroads and campers 


head the list of causes, with 270 and 
182 fires respectively to their dis- 
credit. 
Brush burning on dry days 


caused fifty-five fires; ninety-five 
were of incendiary origin; carelessly 
conducted lumbering operations caus- 
ed forty-four; 
ten were caused by 
lightning; and forty-five were caused 
by miscellaneous agencies, 'such as 
children playing with matches. The 
causes of 312 fires are unknown. 


As a further commentary on the 


efficiency of the fire warden system, 
it is noted that 103 fires burned less 
than one acre each, and 765 were 
extinguished before they covered a 
hundred acres.

Protecting Barnyard Manure Pays 
As an average of 255 comparisons 


made during 19 years by the Ohio 
Experiment Station with manure us- 
ed alone and when reinforced with 
such materials as acid 
phosphate, 
raw phosphate, gypsum and kainit, 
an application of eight tons of stall 
manure per acre on corn has produc- 
ed 3.9 bushels of corn, one bushel 
of 
wheat and 476 pounds of 
hay 
more than the same amount of manu- 
re left in an open barnyard for three 
winter months. With corn at 70c a 
bushel, wheat at $1 and hay at $10 
a ton, this increase would be worth 
75c for keeping a ton of manure un- 
der shelter or for hauling it direct- 
ly from stable to field.

JESUS THE 
WAY, 
TRUTH AND , 


L^SFE. 


(Review.) 
SCRIPTURE LESSON—Read John 14: 
1-14. 
GOLDEN TEXT—Jesus salth unto him, 
I am the way, the truth, and the Hie, no 
man cometh unto the father, but by me. 
-John 14:6. 


The purpose of John's gospel Is re- 


vealed In John 20:31. It was to prove 
that Jesus is the Christ, the Son of 
God, and to prove it in such a way 
that men might believe it in tflelr 
hearts, and thus obtain, through that 
belief, eternal life in his name. There- 
fore the best method of review for 
the lessons of the past quarter -would 
be to go over the lessons one by one, 
and find out b®w it is that this great 
truth, which brings life to men, is il- 
lustrated in each of the several les- 
sons. The object of such a review 
should be to make Jesus as real,to us 
as if we were with him and his disci- 
ples, and could realize that the Word 
Is now dwelling among us, full of 
grace and truth, giving daily of his ful- 
ness and "grace for grace." (Ch. 1:14r 
16). 
Jesus is "the way," the way 


to heaven, the way to all that is high- 
est and best on earth, the way of life, 
the way to the Father, the goal of all 
human aspirations, the way out of all 
human darkness and sin, the way to 
holiness and to God. Jesus Is also the 
truth, the revealed truth about God. 
He revealed the forgiveness of God for 
the sins of men, the right way of liv- 
ing. Jesus is the life, the source of 
life, the life itself, the true life here 
on earth, and the eternal life which is 
to abide forever. Thus our entire re- 
view centers about Jesus Christ. It 
would be good to have a map chiefly 
of the vicinity of the Sea of Galilee 
to use in this review. 


Lesson I. Jesus, the Life and Light 


of Men. This is the central truth of 
the gospel. Note the pre-esistence of 
Jesus Christ as the eternal Word, "In 
the beginning with God." Then again 
we see it as plainlj showing forth or 
declaring him to be God. We see him 
also as the Creator of all things. 


Lesson IK John the Baptist. This 


is a lesson of John's testimony to Jesus 
as the Son of God; also that Jesus was 
the Lamb of God, eternal, pre-existent, 
the One who was baptized by the Holy 
Ghost, showing us the real nature of 
Jesus as the Word of God. Describe 
who and what he was and did that 
made him the perfect Savior. 


Lesson III. The First Disciples of 


Jesus. Andrew and Philip discovered 
the Messiah of whom Moses and the 
prophets did write, and revealed him 
unto Nathaniel, who discovered in 
Jesus the Son of God and the King of 
Israel. Relate how Jesus found these 
disciples, their names and their char- 
acteristics, and why each one was espe- 
cially fitted for his particular work. 


Lesson IV. 
His Father's House. 


Jesus, manifesting himself as the Son 
of God, the Father, was the Ruler of 
God's house, and drove from it those 
who defiled it by making that house a 
house of merchandise. 


Lesson V. The Savior of the World. 


Jesus, as the only begotten Son of God, 
can give eternal life to those who be- 
lieve on him. Describe the character 
of Nicodemus, what it means to be 
born again, and what is meant by be- 
ing born of water and of the spirit. 


Lesson VI. The Woman of Samaria. 


Jesus declared himself to this woman 
as the Christ, and also as the giver of 
eternal life; therefore he was God. 
Referring to the last lesson, emphasize 
what Jesus meant by his reference to 
Moses and the brazen serpent, and 
bring out the fact that the water of 
which he speaks is the gift of everlast- 
ing life. 


Lcsaon VII. The Nobleman's Son. 


Jesus made his glory to be seen a sec- 
ond time in Cana of Galilee by healing 
sickness although not present at the 
bedside of the sick one. Heali: * and 
faith are co-partners. 


Lesson VIII. The Pool of Bethesda. 


Again Jesus manifests Ins power by 
healing by his bsire word the man who 
had been infirm thirty and eight years, 
and who was utterly helpless and hope- 
less. Bring out how the man showed 
his faith. Explain why Jesus should 
say to him : "Siji no more lest a worse 
thing befall theo." 


Lesson IX. Five Thousand Fed. Di- 


vine power multiplying the loaves and 
fishes, and divine prudence in assemb- 
ling the fragments reveals the unques- 
tionable, creative act of the power of 
Jesus Christ as perhaps none other of 
his miracles. 
Emphasize the part 


which tho boy played in co-operating 
with Christ. 


Lesson X. The Bread of Life. Jesus 


is the Broad of Life as well as the giv- 
er of everlasting life. lie is the Bread 
of Life \\hich cometh down from heav- 
en, and the one going to whom we shall 
never hunger nor thirst. 


Lesson XI. Jesus Saves From Sin. 


Jesus, the Light of the World, has pow- 
er to set men free from sin, and "whom 
the Son shall make free is free in- 
deed." In this lesson we have the slav- 
ery of sin and 
I lie freedom of believ- 


ers.
